NEAT BUT KOT GAUDY. 


THE GET UP OF AN AFRICAN DANDY,—HAIR 


DlUftSIXCt EXTRAORDINARY. 
Who would suppose that a wild African, 


whose only dross is a piece of skin, would 
trouble himself about fashions ? 


To bo sure ho feels no interest in the 


Btyls of coats or hats, but he is just as much 
absorbed in the groat business of adorning 
himself as though ho followed the fashions 
of; Paris Curious styles ho has too, as a 
German traveller has lately told us. 


To begin with, tuo hair is the object of 


his greatest care. Its training begins in tho 
cradle—or would if he had a cradlo—when 
it is tortured into somo extraordinary form, 
and kept thero by means of gum-arnbic and 
nsbeH, till after long years it will ratain tho 
shape of itself. 
Sometimes it is like a 


cockscomb, at.ul sometimes like a fan. One 
poor baby's hair will bo trained, so that in 
time it will stand up in rolls over the bond, 
like the ridges on a melon, while another's 
is taught to.stand out liko tho rays of tho 
sun, as usually represented in pictures. 
With somo Africans, part of it hangs down 
in long, regular braids or twists, and the 
rest is laid up in monstrous puffs on each 
aido of the head. But tho drollest one of all 
is niado to look liko tho glory around tho 
head of a saint—iu pictures. The hair is 
taken in single locks, stretched out to its 
greatest length, and fastened at tho ends to 
a hoop. The hoop is held in place by strong 
wires, and its edge ornamented with small 
shells. 
The effect is very comical. 
i 


In most of these wonderful arrangements 


the hair is parted in tho middle (I wonder if 
our young gentlemen imported that stylo 
from Africa,) and is kept in place by plenty 
of gum and ashes, or clay. 


All this elaborate hair-dressing is on the 


heads of the men. The women of tho coun- 
try wear their hair in tho simplest manner,. 
perhaps for tho reason that tho wifo does fcho 
cooking, cultivates tho land, adorns 
tho 


body of her husband with paint, ond dresses 
his hair, which must bo enough to keep her 
time well occupied. 


His hair onco dressed, this African dandy 


turns his mind to the further decoration of 
his body. First ho rubs his skin with a 
mixture of grease and ashes or powdered 
wood of a red color, puts on his ono scanty 
garment, uiado of tho skin of somo animal, 
or of bark, occasionally trimmed with the 
long, black tail of a monkey or other ani- 
mal, and then ho is ready for his ornaments. 


Across his forehead,, just under the edge 


of his hair, liko e, fringe, ho hangs a string 
of teeth. They may be teeth of dogs or 
other animals, or, if ho is a great warrior, 
of hia human, victims. 


Next he adorns his breast with an orna- 


ment made of ivory, cut to resemble lions' 
teeth, 
and 
spread out 
in star-shape. 


Around his iiecfc ho hangs savaral necklaces 
made of strips of skin cut from tho hippo- 
gotarans, and finishes up with paint in va- 
rious styles; dots, or fitripes, or xigzags, 
squares like n checker-board, or marbled nil 
over.—[St. Nicholas for December.

confidence in it, and who, ns a mutter of 
course, could inspire less faith in their 
patients, hayo proscribed the remedy.

result has almost invariably been that tho 
remedy failed to effect such cures as it had 
been reputed to have produced, and it 
speedily fell 
into

TICKETS or LEATJ;.—Pardons are 
now 


issued in Massachusetts upon fmch con- 
ditions that tho recipient would be re-com- 
mitted to prison to serve (ho unexpired 
portion of his sentence should ho during (he 
time bo convicted of any crime whatsver, 
even a simple drunk. The result cf this 
custom has been remarkable. But ft small 
percentage of thoso pardoned Imve boon re- 
turned to prison. In most cases they have 
become law-abiding citizens. This certainly 
suggests (ho more general use of the par- 
doning power under these restrictions. All 
that society can desire is obedience to law, 
and if this can bo secured, and the prisoner 
liberated, it is by nil means beat to set him 
free.
